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•Basbas Gives Views 
On Police Problems 


City Clerk Monte G. Bas¬ 
bas, who is standing for elec¬ 
tion as Mayor, last night dis¬ 
cussed in detail the issue of 
police protection in the city. 

He declared that while 
the number of police offi- 
ers undoubtedly should be 
increased, that is not as 
easy to accomplish as it 
might seem.

Basbas said the problem 

of recruitment of police of¬ 
ficers in Newton is a com¬ 
plex one and that not too 
many young men in the city 
have been interested in join¬ 
ing the police force. 

“I have long been concern¬ 
ed with police protection in 
* the City of Newton. Our 
people and our property de¬ 
serve the best security we 
can provide. It is obvious that 
our security program needs 
to be improved. But such im¬ 
provement will not be ac¬ 
complished by the issuance 


middle of a political cam¬ 
paign,” Basbas declared. 

“I have no desire to air 
the problems involved 
through the press. The re¬ 
cent extensive publicity, 
however, compels me to 
make clear publicly my po¬ 
sition. The public is entitled 
to know pertinent facts, the 
publication of which will 
not aggravate the prob¬ 
lems,” he continued. 

“The problem of providing 

adequate police protection is 
not new. Nor is it simple. To 
offer a simple solution, to the 
problem is to display a lack 
of familiarity with its com¬ 
plexities,” Basbas stated. 

”1 am not going to defend 

the Police Department. Cer¬ 
tainly there is a great deal 
that needs to be done. I am 
most anxious to see certain 
changes made, even though 
I appreciate the complexities 
involved,” he said.

Carmen Points Out 
Newtons High Tax 


Alderman William Carmen, 
campaigning for election as 
Newton's next Mayor, de¬ 
clared this week that New¬ 
ton’s per capita property tax 
is the highest in the entire 
nation. 

Carmen made the statement 
Jin an address at a Candidates’ 
Night held at the Hamilton 
School in Newton Lower Falls 
under the sponsorship of the 
Newton Lower Falls Improve¬ 
ment Association. 

t He told his listeners that 
the latest U.S. Census Bureau 
statistics for the 230 cities 
with a population of 70,000 or 
more show Newton citizens 
“to be carrying the highest 
per capita property tax in the 
entire country.” 

Carmen said that Newton 
government costs every man, 
woman and child in the city 
f $222.44 per year. 

Even Boston, with all the 
problems which beset a major 


metropolitan municipality has 
a per capita property tax 
which is 8 per cent lower than 
Newton’s, he asserted. 

The average per capita 
property tax for the 14 major 
cities in Massachusetts i s 35 
per cent less than that of 
Newton, Carmen stated. 

Carmen went on to assert 
that, in return for the taxes 
they are paying, Newton resi¬ 
dents should be getting better 
municipal services in some 
areas than they are receiving. 

He said it is evident that 
with the nation’s highest per 
capita property tax, the City 
of Newton, with good admin¬ 
istration and management, 
“should be able to provide its 
citizens with the very finest 
services available anywhere.” 

Carmen declared that while 
it is recognized that Newton 
spends more money than most

Appeal For Noted Center 

The annual Harvest Drive currently underway 
and sponsored by the Catholic Guild for All the Blind 
in Newton can be catalogued among the more worth¬ 
while of many worthy charitable causes. 

Funds raised in the campaign are used to de¬ 
velop the vital and far-reaching work of the Catholic 
Guild and its various divisions. 

The Guild is unique in this country for its con¬ 
centrated work in the entire gamut of the field of 
blindness. As a world center for research, rehabilita¬ 
tion, its annual drive holds forth the possibility of 
greater service to the blind of the United States and 
Canada, in fact all North and South American cities 
and towns, as well as those of many countries over¬ 
seas. 

Truly, the great work of the famed Center in 
Newton’ extends world-wide and is internationally 
noted for this humanitarian endeavor. 

The Guild’s story of long-continued service to 
the blind began in 1938 when Thomas J. Carroll was 
ordained a priest and assigned to the Guild as assist¬ 
ant director. This was the beginning of a career in 
devotion to the blind which has since won interna¬ 
tional recognition. 

Rev. John J. Connolly, now deceased, was the 
first director of the then Boston Guild which was 
founded by the late William Cardinal O’Connell in 
1936. 

Through the years the foundation stones to to¬ 
day’s great Center were laid in the service of Father 
Carroll as auxiliary Army chaplain working with 
the heartbreak of physically sound young men blinded 
in World War II. 

He served at the Army’s Rehabilitation Center 
for Blinded Servicemen at Avon, Conn., and at 
.Valley Forge General Hospital, the Army’s East 
Coast Opthalmological Center. Experience gives 
substance to an ideal and the plan to establish a 
rehabilitation center for the civilian blind becomes 
a fixed goal.

All donations received through 
the city chairmen or directly at the Catholic Guild 
for All the Blind, 770 Centre St., Newton, or at the 
Boston Information Office of the Guild at 5 West 
St., are used to further the work of this famed insti¬ 
tution.

Jason Sacks, candidate for 
Alderman - at - Large from 
Ward 7, reports that most 
citizens with whom he has 
spoken are concerned primar¬ 
ily with two Items — the ris¬ 
ing tax rate and the city's 
excellent school system. 

“Most people realize these 
items are dependent on one 
another,” Sacks declared. 

“While the school budget Is 
only approved by the Aider- 
men, and cannot be cut by 
them,” he went on. “the 
school building program is de¬ 
cided upon and voted by the 
Board of Aldermen. 

“Part of the city, principal¬ 
ly sections on the north side, 
do not enjoy the benefits of 
new school buildings that pre¬ 
dominate on the south side of 
our city. The two junior high 
schools, Day and Bigelow, 
soon to be constructed, will 
alleviate this condition,” 
Sacks asserted. 

“Most of our citizens re¬ 
alize that a very large part 
of our budget is the school 
costs. Necessarily, salaries of 
all city workers have helped 
swell the budget, and no one 
denies that these loyal city 
employees deserve these in¬ 
creases in the face of in¬ 
creased living costs,” he 
stated. 

“One way to help the tax¬ 
payers who have felt the in¬ 
creasing load of a higher tax 
rate is to broaden the tax 
base. Additional industry 
should be invited to the city 
in those areas already zoned 
for it. Apartment construe-; 
tion should be encouraged in 
those sections of the city ad¬ 
jacent to commercial centers, 
and can act as abuffer to | 
prevent encroachment of com¬ 
merce into private, residential 
areas. It will also provide liv¬ 
ing quarters for middle in¬ 
come or retired people. These 
changes can be made with no 
alteration of those character¬ 
istics we so much enjoy,’” he 
concluded.

in Newton schools. 

He pointed out that this 
was the basis of his campaign 
two years ago when he re¬ 
ceived the largest vote ever 
polled by a candidate run¬ 
ning against former School 
Committee Chairman Haskell 
Freedman. 

Green asserted that he Is 
the only non-incumbent 
School Committee candidate 
who has regularly attended 
School Board meetings.

that 3500 pupils in the city’s 
public schools have a new 
teacher every year. 

“Teacher turnover is a sit¬ 
uation which has been ig¬ 
nored by the School Commit¬ 
tee, and now has come to the 
point where the School De¬ 
partment admits there are 
1 ... a somewhat larger num 
her of job refusals by teach¬ 
ers who have been offered 
positions in Newton. This 
seems to reflect an increase 
in the number of school sys¬ 
tems which offer interesting 
and stimulating environ¬ 
ments for teachers,’ “Green 
declared. 

“We know the problem is 
with us. The next step is not 
only to find a solution, but to 
find a member of the School 
Committee capable, willing, 
and able to pursue a solu- 
I tion,” he asserted. 

I “In analyzing teacher turn¬ 
over, we see that Newton is 
not compettive salary-wise, 

: for we pay the beginning 
teacher only $250 more than 
the minimum required by the 
State. And, when we hire new 
teachers, there has been a 
tendency to hire the young, 
single female teacher, who 
can normally be expected to 
teach but a few years before 
retiring for marriage and chil¬ 
dren,'* Green said. 

“There appear to be many 
mature, married women, with 
teaching backgrounds, being 
drawn back into either full or 
part-time teaching. If they 
have a desire to teach for a 
significant period of time, 
they should be recruited. 
Cost-wise this may be a much 
less expensive method than 
luring away teachers from

other systems, “according to 
Mr. Green. 

Green said he also gets the 
distinct feeling, from both 
Newton teachers, and from 
teachers outside the system, 
there is too much “pressure" 
on the teachers in Newton.’’ 
This has been a factor in not 
only the resignation of teach¬ 
ers, but why some do not 
even consider us,” he main¬ 
tained. 

‘Tenure is another factor 
contributing to our instabili¬ 
ty. This means a teacher be¬ 
ginning the 4th year in the 
system achieves a perma¬ 
nent status. Not enough of 
the 200 new teachers hired 
yearly achieve tenure,’’ Green 
asserted. 

“If we do not offer our new 
teachers a sufficiently inter¬ 
esting and stimulating en¬ 
vironment, a condition the 
School Department admits to, 
how then can we expect 
teachers to remain with us? 
Therefore, when some 3500 of 
our students have a new 
teacher each and every year, 
the issue of teacher turnover 
can no longer afford to re-1 
main an issue. It must be 
competently dealt with by ac¬ 
tion and stimulus from the 
School Committee,” Green de¬ 
clared. 

Green asked why all Issues 
of “Patterns,” the school de¬ 
partment publication, are not 
sent to all families in the city 
instead of just those families 
with children attending 
school. 

He expressed the conviction 
that all residents of the city 
have a stake in the schools 
since so large a portion of 
their taxes go for education. 

Green suggested that each 
home be mailed a copy of the 
publication. He observed that 
several School Committee 
members, with no children in 
the schools, do not qualify 
under present conditions as 
eligible to receive “Patterns." 

Trained in the field of eco¬ 
nomics with a Master of 
Arts degree from Boston 
University, Green said he 
recognizes that “because 50 
per cent of the city’s tax rev¬ 
enue is allocated to educa¬ 
tion, the needs of the schools 
must be considered within 
the framework of the city’s 
ability to pay.” 

“It is particularly impor¬ 
tant that the School Commit¬ 
tee be apprised of the city’s 
finances,” he declared. 

Green voiced the hope that 
the next Mayor, “as an ex- 
officio member of the School 
Committee, will attend the 
School Board meetings and 
offer his experience in the 
field of fiscal responsibility.” 

He said he feels that be¬ 
cause of the problems of 
teacher turnover and the ris¬ 
ing school budget “a citizen 
watchdog is needed on the 
School Committee.” 

Green reminded all voters 
they may cast one of their 
eight votes for School Com¬ 
mittee for him on Nov. 2.

his chances of winning the final election. 

fnat eliminates both the Governorship and a seat 
in the U.S. Senate from the list of possible positions 
for which Bellotti might strive in i966. 

He couldn't get the Democratic nomination for 
either of those two offices without involving himself 
in a hard primary battle. 

In fact, he might face a primary struggle if he 
decides to run for Attorney General. 

Bellotti's desire to avoid a bitter primary fight is 
understandable hut somewhat ironic since he toppled 
ex-Governor Kndicott Peabody last year in a primary 
clash which left the Democratic party in a shambles. 

Then Bellotti was defeated by Governor Volpe in 
the November election even though the Democratic 
candidates for President and the U.S. Senate swept 
the State and rolled up massive pluralities. 

Bellotti obviously attributes his loss of the Gov¬ 
ernorship to the bitterness engendered by his primary 
battle with Peabody. 

It really wasn’t quite that simple. 

The Bellotti-Peahody contest wasn't an ordinary- 
fight between two Democratic candidates where the 
things said in the heat of campaign combat are quickly- 
forgotten after the returns are counted and the Demo¬ 
crats close ranks to support the primary victor. 

Bellotti, while wrring as him and swung' over to Volpe 
Lieutenant Governor, dial- who went on to win the elec- 
Ienged and defeated a sitting; tion. 

Governor of his own party. 


A product of the 1962 Dem¬ 
ocratic State Convention, Bel- 
lotti refused to abide by the 
decision of the 1964 Demo- 
cratic State Convention and 
carried his fight to the Dem¬ 
ocratic voters in the primary. 

When they nominated Bel¬ 
lotti. the Democratic voters for 
all practical purposes repudi¬ 
ated Peabody’s administration. 

These were the things which 
left a wave of bitterness in the 
wake of the Peabody-Bellotti 
battle. 

If Peabody had not been 
Governor and Bellotti had not 
been his Lieutenant Governor, 
their primary fight would have 
left no scars and caused no 
trenches. 

Despite the upHeaval Bel¬ 
lotti caused in the Democratic 
partv, the polls showed that 
Bellotti was running ahead of 
Volpe up to the time the two 
engaged in their debate at 
Fanned Hall on the financial 
problems of the State and its 
cities and towns. 

When Bellotti walked awav 
from the fisral problems in¬ 
stead of facing up to them, 
manv voters shifted awav from 


That, of course, is past his¬ 
tory. 

The big question now is how 


much resentment still exists , 
against Bellotti in the Demo¬ 
crats party for waging the 
kind of hitter primary fight 
he made last year and which 
he is now so anxious to shun. 

Fx-Governor Peabody’s fob 
lowers haven't forgiven Bellot¬ 
ti, and thev'll battle him at 
every opportunity. Indeed, 
they're quite blunt in demand¬ 
ing to know why he should 
run for any office after the 
havor he created last year in 
the Democratic party. 

There'll he no red carpet out 
for Bellotti at next year's Dem¬ 
ocratic State Convention. 

But if he chooses to lower 
his sights and seek the endorse¬ 
ment for Lieutenant Governor, 
he would be a strong contend¬ 
er for that spot on the Demo¬ 
cratic State ticket. 

Bellotti indicated in his in¬ 
terview that he’s earning much 
more money practicing law 
then he received while serving 
as I ieutenant Governor. 

He made it clear, however, 
that he has the political hug 
and that he wants to return to 
the political wars next year. 

The thing is that he doesn’t 
want to get scarred up in any 
primary fight for nomination . 1 
And if he receives the conven¬ 
tion endorsement, he. doesn’t 
want anybody to do to him 
whnt he did to Peabody . 

It will be very interesting! 


to see what happens when Bel- 
lotti starts up the political 
comeback trail. 

One intriguing question is 
whether the candidate who re¬ 
ceives the Democratic endorse¬ 
ment for Governor would want 
Bellotti as his Lieutenant Gov¬ 
ernor running mate. 

Peahodv didn't try to pick 
the nominee for Lieutenant 
Governor at either the 1962 
or 1964 T)emorratic Stats Con¬ 
ventions.

'continued excellence through 
constant improvement,” Her¬ 
bert F. Regal, candidate for 
election as the Ward 6 mem¬ 
ber of the School Committee, 
discussed two major prob¬ 
lems confronting Newton and 
its schools as he campaigned 
vigorously this week.

Thus many 
children who could benefit 
greatly from technical train¬ 
ing at the high school level 
are forced by social pressures 
to remain in the Newton High 
Schools. 

“The first step in solving 
this problem lies clearly in 
improving the programs and 
physical equipment of the 
Technical High School. How¬ 
ever, the long range solution 
lies within all of us, who must 
reflect proper respect for 
those who develop and prac¬ 
tice technical skills,” Regal 
stated. 

In discussing a second prob¬ 
lem facing Newton, Regal 
stressed, ‘‘We must constant¬ 
ly strive toward equal educa¬ 
tional opportunity throughout 
all of Newton’s schools.” Re¬ 
gal explained that he heartily

Believ¬ 
ing that a sense of continuity 
is an important feature of or¬ 
derly change, I am running 
for a fourth term in the pres¬ 
ent election. 

“My knowledge of the 
City, gained through nine 
years’ service in its 
schools; through office in 
numerous civic associa¬ 
tions; and through six 
years’ service on the Board 
of Aldermen is the contribu¬ 
tion I have to offer. I have 
been a consistent supporter 
of public education, and 
also offer experience in 
school work and school 
building gained through my 
work as a professional edu¬ 
cator and through my serv¬ 
ice on the Public Buildings 
Committee of the Board. 

“One of the pressing ques¬ 
tions in the years ahead will 
be how to keep Newton 
gracious residential commun¬ 
ity and at the same time to 
accommodate many pres¬ 
sures for change and keep the 
City financially stable. I have 
long been interested in con¬ 
servation in the broadest 
sense, and in a narrower 
sense have been concerned 
for Newton’s open spaces and 
for the channeling of change 
through sensible zoning. 

“I was the original maker 
of the motion to create the 
Alermanic City Planning 
Committee and frequently 
have opposed changes in zon¬ 
ing which did not fit into the 
broad picture of a neighbor¬ 
hood's or of the City’s best 
interests. 

“Although I am in favor of 
the encouragement of sub¬ 
stantial business as a source 
of tax income for the City, 

I have become committed to 
the principle that there shall 
be as little effect as possible 
on residential areas or on the 
few usable open spaces still 
available to us.”

Kri’tzman Target 

Morris Kritzman, who is 
seeking election as Alderman- 
at-Large from Ward 8, report¬ 
ed yesterday that he is seek¬ 
ing strong support from sen¬ 
ior citizens who like his ideas 
I for a council "to plan for ex¬ 
panded and improved services 
for our senior citizens.”

I portant) older people them- 
1 selves. 

The centrally located Multi- 
I Service Drop-In Center for 
I Older Citizens proposed by 
| Kritman, has been authorized 
| by State Law since 1959. 
Since then, some 69 Massachu¬ 
setts cities and towns have 
established Centers to serve 
as clearing houses for infor¬ 
mation and referral of older 
adults; to coordinate existing 
programs and to stimulate 
community interest in pro¬ 
moting and financing new 
services for aging persons. 

Kritzman asks that Newton 
join the 69 Massachusetts 


cities and towns which have 
already formed Councils for 
the Elderly under state law in 
order to improve services and 
opportunities for our older 
citizens. 

"Why,” asks Kritzman,

possible by federal and state 
appropriations? Let us never 
forget our older citizens . . .

A sharp controversy over 
a proposal for converting an 
old Newton hdme into a theo¬ 
logical seminary developed 
at a public hearing in the 
Aldermanic Chamber at City 
Hall Monday night. 

An estimated 200 persons 
attended the hearing. 

The proposed seminary 
would have maximum ac¬ 
comodations for 19 persons in 
its classrooms and dormitory. 

Opponents, and there 
were many, based their ob¬ 
jection for the most part on 
a desire to retain for their 
neighborhood its dominant 
characteristic as an area 
of fine old estates. 


The hearing was held joint 
ly by the aldermanic commit 
tee on Claims and Rules am 
the Planning Board. Petition 
er was the New Church Theo 
logical School of Cambridge, 
and the property intended for 
the school’s use was the for¬ 
mer Grace M. Ellison estate 
at 48 Sargent St., Newton. 

Proponents, somewhat few¬ 
er in number than the op¬ 
ponents, but for the most part 
prominent citizens of the city 
and near neighbors of the 
property, asserted that con¬ 
version to a seminary was 
the best use to which the fine 
old house could possibly be 
put.

“How can my opponent in 
one breath complain that 
Newton’s property tax is too 
high, and, in another, advo¬ 
cate a policy that can only 
result in a whopping increase 
next year?” Basbas demand¬ 
ed. 

Basbas posed his question 
as he spoke at a crowded 
house party held in his be¬ 
half. 

“We can’t have a healthy 
city government unless we 
have a realistic fiscal policy,” 
he asserted. 

“I will not, in the heat of a 
political campaign, promise 
all things to all people,” Bas¬ 
bas continued. 

“Nor will I promise to do 
everything now. Nor will I 

promise to reduce the tax 
rate when I have serious 
doubts that that can be done 
without taking away from our 
people services which they 
regard as essential,” City 
Clerk Basbas declared. 

Basbas expressed ex¬ 
treme concern about the 
1965 increase of $7 in the 
tax rate to the present fig¬ 
ure of S70.40 — "the largest 
single tax rate increase in 
Newton’s history.” 

“This steep increase came 
on the heels of the 1964 $32 

million increase in assessed 
values on residential proper¬ 
ties,” he added. 

"The homeowner in Newton 
has been absorbing pocket- 
book shock waves each year. 
The impact has hit our senior 
citizens particularly hard. 
Continued residence in New¬ 
ton of our people with mod¬ 
est incomes is threatened. 

"Many of our best people 
have already left Newton 
because they cannot afford 
to stay here. We should do 
everything possible to stem 
the tide," Basbas stated.

There were other names Donahue could have men¬ 
tioned, including that of Endicott Peabody, but so far 
the Senate president has directed his fire at Bellotti, 
O'Connor and Kelly as "spoilers” in the Democratic 
party. 

Bellotti, of course, upset ex-Governor Peabody in 
last year’s Democratic primary, after losing to Pea¬ 
body at the convention, and then was nosed out by 
Governor Volpe in the November election. 

O'Connor toppled ex-Govemor Foster Furcolo in 
a terrific upset in the 1960 Democratic primary but 
then was overwhelmingly defeated by Senator Leverett 
SaltonstaH. 

Kelly bested James R. Lawton in the 1962 Demo¬ 
cratic primary after Lawton had won the convention 
endorsement for Attorney General and then lost by a 
massive margin to Attorney General Edward W. 
Brooke. Kelly, incidentally, didn't even go to the con¬ 
vention. He bypassed it and ran in the primary. 

If Donahue were thinking only in terms of the 
convention and not of the primary which will follow 
it. he would be speaking no ill of other Democrats and 
would be levelling no criticism at them. 

Donahue also has begn trying to sell the idea that 
Democratic candidates should place the party well¬ 
being above their own personal ambitions. 

He has been painstakingly trying to build a case 
that candidates who lose at a Democratic State Conven¬ 
tion should not carry their fight on into the Democratic 
primary.

Lack Of A “W atchdog'’ On 
School Board Says Green 


Theodore G. Green of 41 
Daniel St., Newton Centre, 
who is standing for election 
as School Committee mem¬ 
ber from Ward 6, today reiter¬ 
ated his concern about the 
lack of a “watchdog” on the 
School Board. 

He declares that he has 
been expounding this convic¬ 
tion during the campaign and 
presenting his views so all the 
voters of the city may know 
what he means by “Elect 
Theodore G. Green the 
I Watchdog over the School 
Committee and its budget.” 

Green asserts that econom¬ 
ies can be made but adds that 
“economies for economy 
I sake” are not his objective. 
I* Neither, he said, are his 
“watchdog” activities con¬ 
fined solely to the monetary 
affairs of the School Com¬ 
mittee. 

He said he does not know 
if economies can be achieved 
immediately to lower the tax 
| rate but that he is confident 
I that in the long run economies 
can be realized which will re¬ 
sult in a considerable saving. 

“Since the School Depart¬ 
ment is an autonomous insti¬ 
tution, over which there is 
no control from the Mayor or 
Board of Aldermen (except in 
case of School building or con¬ 
struction), a “Watchdog on 
the School Committee” takes 
on a most important aspect,” 
Green declared. 

* “The school building situa¬ 
tion in Newton, today, is lag¬ 
ging. Why? A lack of initia¬ 
tive on the part of the School 
Committee — the lack of a 
“Watchdog on the School 
Committee,” he stated. 

“The Mayor agreed to a 
school building outlay of $1,- 
000,000 yearly for five years. 
This period has now since ex¬ 
pired, but the School Com¬ 
mittee recently found it had 
recommended, during that 
time, expenditures of not five 
million, but only 2Vz million. 
It, therefore, requested the 
additional 1% million to come 
| * all at once. The Mayor, con¬ 
scious of the city’s ability to 
pay, said this could not be 
done. 

“The School Committee had 
periodically initiated its re¬ 
quests, and promptly neglect¬ 
ed to pursue them. It also 
requested less than what it 
knew it could obtain. By hav¬ 
ing abided by the maximum 
[ i the Mayor thought the City 
could afford each year, some 
of our current School building 
projects could have been be¬ 
gun, or even completed by 
now. Instead, we find that 
several projects will cost 
- some 10 percent more than 
I* anticipated, due to the in¬ 
creased costs involved in con¬ 
struction.” 

“A watchdog should have 
brought | to the School Com¬ 
mittee’s attention that less 
than the allowed capital out¬ 
lay figure was requested each 
year. The watchdog should 
also have followed up the 
requests for these appropria¬ 
tions. This would have been 
normal in private business 
operation. It should be nor¬ 
mal on the School Commit¬ 
tee, and it will be if a watch¬ 
dog is elected,” Green said. 

“It’s interesting to note that 
in the last 20 years, there 
have been contests for School 
Committee only one-third of 
the time. 

Lack of opposition at the 
polls is unhealthy, and is one 
of the reasons which prompt¬ 
ed me to enter the race two 
years ago. At that time I 
polled the largest number of 
votes ever recorded against 
Mr. Haskell Freedman, who 
was the chairman of the 
School Committee. Since that 
time, I have been the only 
non-incumbent candidate reg¬ 
ularly attending School Com¬ 
mittee meetings. 

“In fact. Mr. Freedman, 
Newton’s Superintendent of 
Schools, Dr. Charles Brown, 
and Mayor Gibbs, have all 
written me commending my 
interest in the School Com¬ 
mittee, and in Newton’s 
schools,” Green reported. 

“Recently, the School Com¬ 
mittee increased the travel 
allowance for its employees 
on official business to $25 per 
each day away from home. 

^ This means a teacher or 
School Department official 
will be repaid this amount 
without submitting a voucher. 


“Even though this expendi¬ 
ture amounts to only a few 
thousand dollars yearly, it 
must be realized, that this 
type of loose business prac¬ 
tice can expand into much 
more costly operations. And 
by loose business practice is 
meant the fact that no docu¬ 
mentation of expense is re¬ 
quired in this instance, some¬ 
thing not normally tolerated 
jn private business. 

“Another instance is the 
fact that School Committee 
meetings are attended by 
slightly over three-fourths of 
all the elected members, plus 
usually three members of the 
press, and an average of 10 
interested citizens. However, 
the major decisions are 
thrashed out in executive ses¬ 
sion, barred to all but the Su¬ 
perintendent and his staff, 
and the School Committee it¬ 
self. 

“What transpires is not 
known, unless and until re¬ 
leased to the press, or in the 
next School Committee min¬ 
utes, in whatever form or 
version is desired by the 
committee,” Green asserted.

William Carmen, chairman) 
of the Newton Housing Au- J 
thority, revealed this week 
that the site for the fourth 
Housing for the Elderly De¬ 
velopment in Newton has 
been selected. 

This was discussed and an¬ 
nounced first at a meeting of 
all the neighbors and abutters ( 
which took place in the office 
of the Newton Housing Au¬ 
thority at Jackson Gardens, 

111 John F. Kennedy Circle, 

Newton and which was the 
second such meeting since it 
has been the policy of the 
Newton Housing Authority to 
work in close harmony at all 
times with their prospective 
neighbors. 

Chairman Carmen and the 
other members of the Newton 
Housing Authority have been 
seeking a site for nearly a 
year for the final project in 
the first phase of the Housing 
for the Elderly Program in 
Newton. 


The site selected is the for¬ 
mer Middlesex and Boston 
Street Railway Barn and 
Parking Lot on Common¬ 
wealth Avenue and Auburn 
Street, across from the aban¬ 
doned Norumbega Park. 

Chairman William Carmen 
announced that there will be, 
fifty-six garden apartments 
on this site, containing ap¬ 
proximately 128,000 square 
feet of land, which has for 
some time been zoned as ideal 
for this type of construc¬ 
tion. Shopping, transportation, 
churches, Post Office and rec¬ 
reation facilities are all within 
easy walking distance which 
makes this an ideal location. 

Mr. Carmen stated that, 
construction of this project is 
contemplated to begin early 
next Spring and when com¬ 
pleted will make a total of 
225 apartments in Newton for 
Elderly Newton citizens. 

The progress of the Newton 
Housing Authority has been 


unique in that each year since 
1962 one project a year has 
been planned and completed 
approximately one year later 
as a result of this well plan¬ 
ned operation. The Newton 
Housing Authority has been 
cited by the Public Housing 
Administration on several oc¬ 
casions for this efficiency. 

The other apartment houses 
of the Newton Housing Au¬ 
thority are "Jackson Gar¬ 
dens", 111 John F. Kennedy 
Circle, Nonantum, sixty-four 
units completed March 1963, 
"Parker House".

10 through Dec. 31, and the 
other appropriation of $190, 
the cost of her clothing and 
equipment. 

2— The Board approved a 
motion made by Alderman 
William M. Glovsky to refer 
back to the street traffic com¬ 
mittee the matter of install¬ 
ing at Cherry and Webster 


Sts., a set of pedestrian-acti¬ 
vated flashing lights, the re- 
feral to be made with the 
understanding that the traf¬ 
fic committee is to refer it 
promptly to the street traffic 
commission so that the lat¬ 
ter can get fast action in ob¬ 
taining the necessary approv¬ 
al of the Massachusetts De¬ 
partment of Public Works. 

The temporary assignment 
of a woman traffic officer had 
been requested of Chief Pur¬ 
cell by the mothers’ group 
last week. 

Also, as chairman of the 
| street traffic committee, Al¬ 
derman William Carmen had 
urged the mayor to have a 
woman assigned there until 
such time as traffic lights are 
obtained. 

In an effort to induce driv¬ 
ers on Webster St. to cut their 
speed, the mothers had pa¬ 
trolled the intersection daily.

Carmen l rges 
Change Made 
In Ordinance 

Alderman William Carmen 
presented a request to the 
Board of Aldermen at the 
recent meeting for a change 
in the present ordinance to 
allow for general public 
housing in Newton. 

He stated that at present 
the Housing Authority is em¬ 
powered only to build public 
housing for elderly persons 
of low income, but there is a 
very urgent need for such 
housing for larger family 
groups, and a particular 
urgency for persons between 
the ages of 50 and 65. 

Carmen, who is chairman 
of the Newton Housing Au¬ 
thority, said that there have 
been countless requests for 
this housing from long- 
established Newton residents, 
who live in inadequate and 
frequently sub-standard hous¬ 
ing. 

Carmen requested that the 
ordinance change matter be 
referred to the Claims and 
Rules committee, and that 
the president of the the B’ard 
appoint a special sub-com¬ 
mittee if necessary to study 
the matter in the same man¬ 
ner in which housing for the 
elderly was originally stu¬ 
died. 

The Board voted 19-2 to 
refer Carmen's request to 
Claims and Rules. 


The 235 freshmen were 
chosen from among approxi- 
mately 900 applicants.

Central Plan 
Action Urged 
By Kritzman 

Morris Kritzman, who is 
standing for election as Al- 
derman-at-Large, this week 
urged that the General Plan 
for Newton’s future physical 
development, which will soon 
be under consideration by the 
newly formed Redevelopment 
Authority, be brought before 
the people by the Mayor and 
the city agencies involved. 

Kritzman declared that it 
is not enough for experts to 
prepare a blueprint and then 
impose it upon the commun¬ 
ity. 

“Such a plan is not likely 
to be accepted unless the 
people understand and sup¬ 
port it,” he asserted. 

“No matter how good the 
blueprint is, it is not likely to 
be accepted unless the citiz¬ 
ens of the community under¬ 
stand it and have participat¬ 
ed in its making,” he stated. 
“Citizen participation is the 
lifeblood of our city. 

Kritzman said that it is 
“to this approach—to work¬ 
ing with the people” that he 
is pledged. 

Emphasizing that he is a 
firm believer in grass roots 
democracy, Kritzman propos¬ 
ed that a broadly representa¬ 
tive “Citizens’ Committee” 
with “grass roots neighbor¬ 
hood representation, develop 
opportunities for community¬ 
wide study and discussion of 
the General Plan prepared 
by the Planning Department 
at the direction of the Mayor. 

“We. the people, must 
study for ourselves the re¬ 
cently completed General 
Plan for Newton’s future” he 
said. “Every neighborhood 
must know how it would be 
affected and be brought into 
its planning early to help 
frame final recommenda¬ 
tions. 

“Ambitious plans and lofty 
goals for a city aren’t worth 
the paper they are written 
on unless the people under¬ 
stand them, believe them, ac¬ 
cept them and invest part of 
themselves in helping to 
make the goals come true,” 
Kritzman continued. 

“Citizen participation in 
planning our community’s fu¬ 
ture should begin long be¬ 
fore the people are asked to 
approve or disapprove the 
program,” he said. 

“Goals and plans need to 
activate the life of a com¬ 
munity so that they energize 
and focus a great deal of ac¬ 
tivity carried on by private 
businessmen and organiza¬ 
tions of many kinds,” Kritz¬ 
man concluded.

Jerome Grossman, prom¬ 
inent businessman and com¬ 
munity leader who is seeking 
election as School Committee 
member from Ward 5, out¬ 
lined his views on Newton ed¬ 
ucation at a recent meeting 
at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
Henry Shor, 90 High Rock 
terrace. 

Grossman emphasized in 
his talk that the voters in all 
eight of the city’s wards are 
eligible to vote for him for 
School Committeeman. 

He explained that a voter 
can mark eight crosses on 
his or her ballot for School 
Committee candidates — one 
in each of the city’s wards. 
Long a leader in educa¬ 
tion, Grossman originated 
and is the editor of the PTA 
Council publication, “Ideas 
in Education.” 

He also worked with the 
Newton school administration 
in the founding of “Pat¬ 
terns,” the official publica¬ 
tion of the Newton public 
schools. 

Deeply interested in educa¬ 
tion, he has contributed sev¬ 
eral articles to “Patterns” 
and to national magazines on 
a variety of subjects. 

Grossman also served as 
president of the Newton 
PTA Council, the policy¬ 
making and coordinating 
group for the 36 PTA’s in 
Newton. 

“I believe that as far as 
possible the Newton schoo t lj 
system should be designed to 
treat youngsters primarily as 
individuals rather than as a 
group,” Grossman told the 
gathering at the Shor home. 

“I believe in modern edu¬ 
cation with its emphasis upon 
the principles of discovery 
and structure,” Grossman 
continued. 

"I believe that these new 
methods and ideas help the 
average student more than 
the advanced student and, 
therefore, tend to modify 
the focus which has been 
upon the advanced and slow 
student,” Grossman assert¬ 
ed. 

“I am an enthusiastic sup¬ 
porter of the educational 
philosophy of Dr. Charles E. 
Brown, Superintendent of 
Newton Schools. If elected 
I will do everything possible 
to help him translate this phi¬ 
losophy into the reality of 
Newton education, “Gross- 
man stated. 

“Among the innovations 
and policy changes I would 
suggest as a member of the 
Newton School Committee 
would be: 

“(1) Better libraries in all 
elementary schools meeting 
professional standards 
of space, supervision, and 
book collection, all of which 
are now less than adequate 
and below the minimum 
standards set by the Ameri¬ 
can Library Association. 

“(2) The ratio of guid¬ 
ance counsellors to pupils, 
at least in the high schools, 
should be changed to 150 to 
1 or lower in contrast to 
the present ratio of 250-300 
to 1. This would enable the 
guidance counsellors to bet¬ 
ter meet the special needs 
of the average pupil, which 
at present tend to be met 
last. 

“(3) Since the late 1950’s, 
the rebuilding of many of 
our obsolete and out-moded 
schools, particularly Newton 
High, has been repeatedly 
discussed and promised. The 
program in general is far be¬ 
hind all of the various com¬ 
mitments which have been 
made. The School Building 
Program is not proceeding at 
a pace which meets the edu¬ 
cational needs of the school 
system. With regard to New¬ 
ton High, the situation is now 


Norumbega Park 
Rezoning Change 
Action Note Due 

Court action on the long- 
pending Norumbega Park 
zoning change for a $4,000,000 
motor hotel can be expected 
later this month, according to 
City Solicitor Matt B. Jones. 

Jones reported recently that 
the suit, instituted by Aii- 
burndale residents nearly two 
years ago. had been set on 
the Oct. 18 court list for trial. 

It was in December, 1963, 
that the opposing group of 
citizens brought a bill in 
equity in an effort to enjoin 
the issuance of building per¬ 
mits for the hotel prr fc sed to 
be erected by Marne. Motor 
Hotel, Inc., of Newton. The 
petitioners, Basil K. Woods, 
Albert C. Horton and Bert F. 
Richards, claimed the change 
of 10 acres of the park land 
from Residence “C” to Busi¬ 
ness “A” by the Board of 
Aldermen was illegal. 

The petitioners contend that 
the aldermanic action con¬ 
stituted spot zoning, that the 
procedure in enacting the 
change was improper, and 
that establishments of a 
Business zone was unconsti¬ 
tutional as at the time there 
was no specific land desig¬ 
nated.

Memorial Swimming Pool 
Named For Harry Gath Jr. 


The swimming pool on the 
Albermarle Playground will 
bear the name, “The Harry 
N. Garth Jr., Memorial 
Swimming Pool.” It was so 
voted by the Board of Aider- 
men recently. 

The vote was 21 to 1 in favor 
of honoring the late Newton- 
ville restaurateur. The sole 
dissenter was Harry H. Ham 
Jr. One Alderman, Jack M. 
Roberts, was absent from the 
chamber at the time the roll- 
call vote was taken. 

The matter of naming the 
pool had been referred to the 
committee on public build¬ 
ings. In reporting for the | 
committee, which favored the 
Gath name 7 to 0, Chairman 
Melvin J. Dangel gave a brief 
history of Harry N. “Sonny” 
Gath, saying that at a time 
when there was no Little 
League asd no Babe Ruth 
Baseball, he devoted a great 
deal of his time and money 


to establishment of the Gath 
Guards football, baseball and 
basket ball teams. One hun¬ 
dred and eighty-three mem¬ 
bers of the Gath Guards saw 
service with the armed 
forces, Dangel said, and dur¬ 
ing their service, “Sonny” 
Gath kept in constant touch 
with them and saw that they 
never lacked comforts that 
could be sent to them. 

In the brief period of de¬ 
bate prior to the vote, Aider- 
man Ham pointed out that it 
might be more appropriate 
for the Recreation Commis¬ 
sion to name this and other 
swimming pools that would 
be constructed under its 
supervision. In reply, Aider- 
man Dangel said that his 
committee had determined 
that it was the Board’s pre¬ 
rogative to name the pool. 

Ham’s motion to table the 
matter was voted down by 
the Board.

Presenting the case for the 
petitioner was Atty. Frede¬ 
rick G. Fisher, 120 Bigelow 
Rd., West Newton, member 
of the Boston law firm of 
Hale and Dorr. 

Atty. Fisher explained 
that the New Church Theo¬ 
logical School was only one 
year short of its 100th an¬ 
niversary, and had been 
located in Cambridge for 70 
years. It was operated as a 
seminary by the Sweden- 
borgian Church, a small 
Protestant Denomina¬ 
tion that has 60 churches in 
the United States and Can¬ 
ada, he said. 

Choice of Newton and the 
Ellison estate as the new 

school’s site was made, he 
went on, after prolonged 
study carried on in a number 
of communities, and the prop¬ 
erty was purchased after 
Mrs. Ellison’s death last Au¬ 
gust. 

At the start, Fisher said, 
there would be only four stu¬ 
dents, and it was the inten¬ 
tion never to have more than 
19. Of the four, two com¬ 
prised a married couple with 
one child, he continued, and 
the members of the faculty 
would not live at the school. 
The staff would comprise 
three professors, a secretary 
and a caretaker, the latter 
charged with maintaining the 
property in a manner similar 
to its appearance during the 
years when it was the Ellison 
estate. 

The garage on the prop¬ 
erty, he said, would house 
possibly two cars belonging 
to the students and prob¬ 
ably never more than five. 
He added that for most of 
the students it was likely 
that transportation would 
be bicycles, as was the case 
In Cambridge. The only 
change contemplated, Fish¬ 
er said, was addition of a 
fire escape from the dormi¬ 
tory floor, and it would be 
so constructed that its pres¬ 
ence could not be recog¬ 
nized from the street.

Another near neighbor, 
Frank C. Taylor, whose home 
at 73 Sargent St. is across 
the street from the property, j 
declared that the house was ■ 
not suitable for modern liv-' 
ing, and therefore well suited 
for its intended use. 

Other neighbors called on 
by Atty. Fisher were Mrs. 
Robert Beuwkes, who had 
lived nearby for 25 years, 
and John R. Thompson, 27 
George St., Newton, a 30-year 
resident of the area both of 
whom indicated approval of 
the proposed conversion. 

The case for the opponents 
was conducted by Atty. Law¬ 
rence H. Adler, 24 School St., 
Boston, who opened his brief 
by filing with the committee 
a 25-page protest signed by 
more than 200 home owners 
in the area. 

Atty. Adler said the ob¬ 
jectors were concerned 
with a number of things 
including the probable traf¬ 
fic increase the school 
would occasion and the at¬ 
tempt to alter the area’s 
residential characteristics. 
Also, he pointed out, con¬ 
version of the property to 
school use would remove it 
from the city’s tax rolls.

Saying that from 75 to 80 
percent of the abutters were 
concerned over the school 
proposal, Kaplan presented a

Rolina Shoul 
Carries Fight 
To \ illages 

Mrs. Rohna Shoul, candi¬ 
date for election as Alder- 
man-at-Large from Ward 7. 
declares that in carrying her 
campaign to all the villages 
of the city and in meeting 
with the voters she has ob¬ 
served confusion over the 
election process and concern 
over several issues. 

She said that one outstand¬ 
ing factor has been a lack of 
public understanding about 
the municipal voting process. 

“Every voter in the entire 
city may vote for two Alder- 
men-at-Large from every 
ward.” she emphasized 

“Many voters have become 
confused as a result of the 
complicated procedure and 
think they can vote only for 
candidates from their own 
ward,” she asserted. 

Mrs. Shoul said the present 
complicated voting procedur¬ 
es may require study toward 
the possibility of making the 
entire voting process less dif¬ 
ficult for the voters. 

She said there is very little 
communication between the 
average voter and his Aider- 
man. 

“Unless a problem has 
arisen in the neighborhood 
which requires an Alder¬ 
man’s attention, it is the rare 
voter who knows who repre¬ 
sents him. Mrs. Shoul stated. 

“Even rarer is the voter 
who knows how his Aldermen 
have voted on some of the im¬ 
portant issues with which the 
board has dealt.“ she added. 

She expressed the convic¬ 
tion that concerted effort 
should be made by interested 
civiji groups to help the 
citizenry get to know the can¬ 
didates better. 

Mrs. Shoul said she found 
a widespread feeling that the 
city has been too slow in 
facing up to the problems 
that the growing population 
necessarily creates. 

“There is general concern 
about the rising property tax 
along with a demand for bet¬ 
ter services,” she stated. | 

“Strength of feeling on is¬ 
sues varies with the section 
of the city involved, the age- 
group and the economic 
bracket of the voter,” she re¬ 
ported. 

“Older citizens who are 
property-owners are worried 
about not being able to afford 
to live in Newton if the tax 
rate increases. 

“Long-time residents are 
reluctant to leave the com¬ 
munity but find few apart¬ 
ments they can afford,” Mrs. 
Shoul continued. 

She said she found consid¬ 
erable interest in low and 
middle income housing which 
is in short supply. 

Mrs. Shoul reported almost 
universal acknowledgement 
that the library system is 
not adequate and that a new 
main library is imperative. 
“Teen-age recreation is of 
great concern to the parents 
of children in this age group,” 
she said. 

“Urban renewal is of great¬ 
est concern to those areas 
included in the urban renew¬ 
al report,” she declared, 
adding that citizen participa¬ 
tion and understanding are of 
primary importance. 

Mrs. Shoul voiced the be¬ 
lief that her education, her 
professional background as 
a social worker, her role as 
a mother and housewife, and 
her many years of civic ac¬ 
tivities qualify her for the 
post of Alderman-at-Large.

Jason Sacks, candidate for | 
Attterman-at-large from Ward 
7, reported that many of our 
citizens are not well informed 
of the fundamental operation 
of our city government.

Complete success is indicated for the forth¬ 
coming city-wide observance of Hallowe’en in New¬ 
ton. 

Our unique approach to celebrating the night 
of goblins and grotesque characters is a long-time 
thing in this city; the 25th consecutive municipally 
organized series of parties will be marked this year.

In fact, there is a good possibility that some of 
the grown-ups who now act in supervisory capaci¬ 
ties at the city-wide parties were juvenile partici¬ 
pants in earlier ones, lugged around their jack-o- 
lantems and played the traditional Hallow'en 
games. 

The hundreds of parties planned and managed 
by adults for the enjoyment of thousands of young¬ 
sters has long ago proved its worthiness as a muni¬ 
cipal venture in Newton. Through the years the 
value of this type of celebration has been marked 
and success has crowned every annual effort. 

Thus the approach of the 1965 Silver Jubilee 
Halowe'en program again bears the aura of another 
success to be added to all the others stretching back 
through the years. 

Considerable credit and appreciation must be 
extended to all the adults, city and school officials, 
police, fire personnel, parents and teachers who join 
so wholeheartedly each year to handle a tremendous 
task. 

The programs move smoothly and without too 
much apparent effort. This is due to the careful 
planning and efficient effort on the part of the 
committees working for the various schools. It is 
experience at work, under capable leadership with 
everybody making the extra effort, which adds the 
lustre to this unusual citywide chore. 

So, we await the arrival again of the armies 
of little ghosts and goblins who emerge each year 
from that wonderful world of little girls and boys. 

And we appreciate the adult corps who are 
priviliged to join the little people and enjoy with 
them their world of sweet fantasy. And, we thank 
those adults for making the great, city-wide 
pageant of childhood joy and happiness possible.

On Life In Newlon 

Editor of The Graphic: 

The issue that should deter¬ 
mine the outcome of the may¬ 
oralty campaign in Newton is 
the high cost of the Newton 
city government. For Newton 
is indeed a very expensive 
city to live in. Before coming 
to Newton, we lived in Bel¬ 
mont, and paid annual real 
estate taxes amounting to 
just under 2% of the purchase 
price of our home. 

Prior to that we lived in 
Montgomery County, Mary¬ 
land where likewise we paid 
an annual tax of about 2% 
of the purchase price of our 
property. But in Newton we 
found ourselves paying 3% of 
the purchase price—a 50% in¬ 
crease in the true tax rate as 
compared to what we had 
been paying before. 

However, since Newton was 
widely reputed to give its 
citizens more and better serv¬ 
ices than most places get, we 
looked around to see what 
we got for our money. We got 
a police station 8 times as 
far away as before, a library 
4 times as far away, a fire 
station twice as far away, and 
an elementary school about 3 
times as far away. The snow 
was not plowed as promptly 
as in Belmont, nor does New¬ 
ton have to maintain the pri¬ 
vate way on which we now 
live. 

In case it might be said 
that comparisons with the 
more compact town of Bel¬ 
mont are unfair, let’s take a 
look at Montgomery County. 
It is more thinly settled than 
Newton, but it is growing 
rapidly, with consequent 
heavy expenses for capital 
construction. It has schools 
of high repute and was con¬ 
stantly building more while 
we were there. 

It has an excellent library 
service, a large, unbiquitous, 
highly effective police force, 
a modern, steadily expending 
fire department, and a large 
new county office building. 
Yet all this—like what we got 
in Belmont—was obtained for 
one-third less than the price 
we pay in Newton. 

To me these figures mean 
only one thing—that Newton 
simply is not being run very 
efficiently. However, it is still 
not too late for both of the 
mayoralty candidates to de¬ 
dicate themselves, clearly 
and unequivocally, to a thor¬ 
ough, professional overhaul of 
the Newton city government. 

With a competent manage¬ 
ment survey, and with tena¬ 
city and courage in carrying 
out the needed changes in the 
management of the city, it 
should be possible to give the 
citizens of Newton the gov¬ 
ernment they deserve at a 
price they can afford.

Andover Newton Theology 
School In Fall 1 .lectures 


The 1965 Fall Lectures at 
Andover Newton Theological 
School, Newton Centre, were 
given yesterday (Wednesday), 
October 20. by Dr. Harold A. 
Bosley, minister of Christ 
Church. Methodist, in New 
York City and Dr. Paul S. 
Minear, Winkley Professor of 
Biblical Theology, Yale Divin¬ 
ity School and chairman of 
the Faith and Order Commis¬ 
sion of the World Council of 
Churches. 

“The Apostolic Structure of 
the Church" was the subject 
of Dr. Minear’s Greene lec¬ 
tures on theology. His 10 a.m. 
lecture dealt with issues in 
the contemporary debate and 
his 2 p.m. lecture with the 
specific resources in the New 
Testament. 

Dr. Bosley s general title 
for the English lectures on 
preaching was “Tenders of 
Mystery." At 11 a.m. he 
spoke on "The Mystery of the 
Local Church" and at 3 p.m. 
on "The Mystery of the 
Preaching Ministry." 

After earning his Ph.D. at 
Ysle University in 1932, Dr. 
Minear taught for ten years 
at Garrett Biblical Institute 
in Evanston, Ill., and for 
twelve years as Norris Pro¬ 
fessor of New Testament at 
Andover Newton. He has been 
at Yale since 1956. 

From 1961-63 he served as 
director of the Faith and 
Order Commission of the 
World Council. The author of 
ten books on the New- Testa¬ 
ment, he is currently presi¬ 
dent of the American Theo¬ 
logical Society. 

In addition to three years 
as dean of the Divinity School 
of Duke University. Dr. Bos¬ 
ley spent two decades as 
minister of Mount Vernon 
Place Methodist Church in 


Baltimore and First Metho¬ 
dist Church in Evanston. Ill., 
before succeeding Dr. Ralph 
Sockman at Christ Church. 

A native of Nebraska, he 
earned his B.D. and Ph.D. de¬ 
grees at the University of 
Chicago. The author of twelve 
books, he has lectured at 
colleges and seminaries in the 
United States, Brazil, Ja 
and Korea. In July he was one 
of fourteen clergymen who 
visited Vietnam for the Fel¬ 
lowship of Reconciliation.

“Presently, Newton has 6 
percent of its land used for 
commercial purposes and 94 
per cent for residence,” Small 
told a crowded and enthusi¬ 
astic workers’ meeting. 

“I do not quarrel with this 
ratio, however, I feel strongly 
that this 6 per cent commer¬ 
cial usage is not returning 
the full measure that good 
planning and utilization could 
provide,” Small asserted. 

“The complete use and de¬ 
velopment of the air rights 
over the Massachusetts Turn¬ 
pike has not been thoroughly 
investigated. Additional park¬ 
ing facilities could be develop¬ 
ed over these air rights en¬ 
abling the encouragement of 
larger buildings on the oppo¬ 
site side of Washington 
street and also over the air- 
rights area.” he maintained. 

“The need for professional 
and service industries could 
be encouraged to locate in 
Newton if the dearth of park¬ 
ing was remedied in the man¬ 
ner I have suggested. The en¬ 
couragement toward full and 
improved utilization of our 
commercial areas would in¬ 
crease tax revenue, provide a 
measure of employment and 
stimulate our building indus¬ 
try,” Small stated. 

“I am not in favor of in¬ 
creasing the commercially 
zoned land area of Newton, 
but I certainly believe that 
what is so available should be 
utilized to the maximum,” he 
stressed.

Hopkins Makes 
Report Monday 
On Traffic Ills 

Wiliam E. Hopkins, alder¬ 
man-at-large from Ward 7, 
made the following report on 
the problems of a traffic inter¬ 
change at Newton Corner to 
the Board last Monday night: 

‘The problems of traffic in¬ 
terchange at Newton Comer 
have been largely the respon¬ 
sibility of the Massachusetts 
Turnpike Authority. The city 
has been continually for over 
a year endeavoring to obtain 
better control of traffic at this 
location. 

“T h e original agreement 
with the M.T.A. was that the 
traffic lights would be install¬ 
ed, maintained and operated 
by the Toll Road. After Mr. 
Callahan’s death, the new of¬ 
ficials of the Toll Road re¬ 
agreed to this arrangement in 
April 1965. 

"After considerable pres¬ 
sure from the city the Toll 
Road did in the spring install 
traffic lights and later got 
them operating on an auto¬ 
matic cycle. They did not in¬ 
stall " Walk” and “Do Not 
Walk” signals as required by 
State Law. More recently, 
they have agreed to install 
these type of signals. 

“At the city’s urging, the 
Toll Road and the city did 
meet with traffic consultants 
including a New York traffic 
firm. As a result, recommen¬ 
dations were made regarding 
the lights on the citys’ streets. 

"At that time the city re¬ 
quested permission to install 
accordingly, giving the state 
sketches. These were received 
back from the state with their 
approval on Sept. 17. The 
city received a letter dated 
Sept. 22, from the Toll Road 
stating that new controllers 
had been ordered that would 
provide the state-approved 
signal arrangement. 

"Delivery is expected with¬ 
in 6 weeks and installation 
should require about 2 weeks.

Victor M. Kumin, who is 
seeking election as Alderman- 
at-Large from Ward 5, de¬ 
clared yesterday that the ma¬ 
jor question in the Alder- 
manic campaign is whether 
the newly elected officials 
will reflect the changing 
character of the city. 

‘Until 1953,” Kumin assert¬ 
ed, ‘‘the composition of the 
electorate and its political 
philosophy was largely homo¬ 
geneous. 

“Under the circumstances 
it was understandable that 
the Board of Aldermen should 
be composed almost entirely 
of members of one political 
party and that its perform¬ 
ance should not be a subject 
of major controversy. 

“Until recent years,” Ku¬ 
min said, “most candidates 
were unopposed, and when¬ 
ever in-term vacancies oc¬ 
curred, appointments were 
made that, in effect, main¬ 
tained control by members 
of one political party. 

“But since 1953,” Kumin 
pointed, “the 4-1 ratio of en¬ 
rolled Republicans over Dem¬ 
ocrats in the city has declined 
to the point where today there 
are about the same number 
of enrolled Republicans and 
Democrats in Newton. 

“However, because of the 
complex and confusing man¬ 
ner in which 24 Aldermen are 
elected every two years, it 
has been possible for the pro¬ 
portion of Republicans to 
Democrats on the board to 
remain almost unchanged, 
with more than 20 Republi¬ 
cans and never more than 
one, two or three Demo¬ 
crats,”,” Kumin stated. 

As a result, he maintained, 
“too many of the Aldermen 
are out of touch with many 
of the people they represent, 
and the board as a whole is 
close to losing the confidence 
of a large segment of the 
electorate.” 

Kumin charged that “the 
long unbroken period of politi¬ 
cal homogenity maintained 
even through a period of 
great change in the political 
character of the electorate, 
has been marked by a hesita- 
of the city government 
to act on major problems re¬ 
lated to the growth of the 
city, its changing role in the 
metropolitan area and the 
changing need if its people.’’ 

A study by a committee of 
Democrats, Republicans and 
Independents of the proced¬ 
ure followed in electing mem¬ 
bers of the Aldermanic Board 
was urged by Kumin who 
said the recommendations by 
the committee should be 
placed on the ballot for the 


approval or rejection of the 
voters. 

An engineer with Charles T. 
Main, Inc., of Boston, Kumin 
presently is serving on the 
governing board of the New¬ 
ton Community Council, the 
Newton Mental Health Cen¬ 
tre, the Weeks PTA and the 
Community Chest Budget 
Committee. 

He was the first General 
Chairman of the Newton 
United Fund Campaign, Pres¬ 
ident of the Hyde School 
PTA, and Vice-president of 
the Community Chest.

Newton Women 
Are Praised For 
“Lazy-Eye ” Tests 

Fifty-five trained women 
volunteers from Newton were 
among volunteers recently 
honored by the National So¬ 
ciety for the Prevention of 
Blindness and its Massachu- j 
setts chapter at the Harvard 
Club in Boston. 

Some 4500 pre-school age 
children were tested by vol¬ 
unteers in Newton and six 
other communities for am -1 
blyopia ex anopsia (lazy- 
eye blindness). Of the 4500 j 
screened, approximately 650 j 
were referred to two separ-1 
ate ophthalmologists for fur-, 
ther examination and 267 i 
went to the family’s eye doc¬ 
tor for the proper corrective 
measures. 

Dr. Taubenhaus, project 
investigator, stated that 
studies conclusively prove 
that vision testing of young¬ 
sters is not simply a matter 
of measuring objectively a 
given response, but a matter 
of establishing the extensive 
communication between the 
tester and the child. 

“Women do well,” he said, 
and added, “In fact, they are 
much closer to the child than 
the busy doctor.” 

Mrs. Phillip S. Jackson, 
project coordinator, praised 
the work of the volunteers 
and acknowledged the debt 
owed to these dedicated wom¬ 
en by those engaged in the 
attack on “lazy-eye blind¬ 
ness” and other eye defects.

Volpe Looms As Strong Foe 
For Any Democratic Nominee 

State Senate President Maurice A. Donahue and 
former Attorney General Edward J. McCormack, Jr., 
are battling for what may prove to be a rather dubious 
political prize and privilege. 

When they conclude their struggle for the Demo¬ 
cratic gubernatorial endorsement, whether it be at 
next June's Democratic State Convention or in next 
September's primary, the winner will have gained the 
right to stand for election against Governor John A. 
Volpe. 

Right now that does not loom as a particularly 
enviable undertaking. 

Surveys have shown that Volpe is substantially 
stronger today and his political stock higher than 
when he defeated Francis X. Bellotti last autumn. 

Either Donahue or McCormack undoubtedly would 
be a more potent contender than was Bellotti. 

But neither would have the same factors working 
for him which aided Bellotti so much since there will be 
no powerful Democratic tide running at the top of the 
ticket as was the case last year when President John¬ 
son and Senator Edward M. Kennedy defeated their 
opponents by massive margins. 

The Volpe-Bellotti race would not even have been 
close except for the impact the Johnson-Goldwater 
campaign had on the State political picture. 

It’s remotely possible, of course, that Volpe will 
be running for the U.S. Senate next year instead of 
another term as Governor, but it isn't likely. 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall will reveal his political 
plans shortly after Congress concludes its 1965 session. 

Most political observers expect that Saltonstall will 
announce his intention of seeking reelection next year. 

In that event, Volpe will be a candidate for a new 
term as Governor. 

If Saltonstall should confound the pundits and 
prophets by declaring that he's retiring from office, it 
would pose a hard and difficult question for Volpe.

Openly Flout The Law 

It must be pretty dishearten¬ 
ing for the relatives of soldiers 
and marines stationed in Viet 
Nam to read about the antics 
of some of the persons who 
have participated in the dem¬ 
onstrations protesting our poli¬ 
cy in that strife-torn country, j 


And one doesn’t need much 
imagination to visualize the re¬ 
action of GI’s, carrying out 
orders and fighting the Viet 
Cong, when they listen to news -1 
casts and hear themselves de¬ 
scribed as “murderers” by fel¬ 
low Americans. 

Anyone has a right to dis¬ 
agree with U. S. policy in Viet 
Nam and to make known his 
views and feelings. 

But the right to disagree — 
the right of freedom of speech 
and freedom of expression — 
doesn't carry with it the right 
of civil disobedience. 

There’s a big difference be¬ 
tween dedicated, sincere moti¬ 
vated people, who want to 
make known in a lawful man¬ 


ner their opposition to our in¬ 
volvement in the war in Viet 
Nam. and those lunatic demon¬ 
strators who deliberately and 
openly flouted the law and 
directed slurs at soldiers per¬ 
forming their duty in the 
service of their country. 

Some of the demonstrators 
obviously were communist-pro¬ 
moted, and some of the partici¬ 
pants obviously were either 
communists or communist 
dupes. 

It certainly would have a 
harmful effect upon the morale 
of men in the armed services 
if drastic action is not taken 
by federal authorities against 
demonstrating students who 
tore up their draft cards.

Shoul stated: “After review¬ 
ing the qualifications of the 
present Board of Aldermen 
the backgrounds represented 
are primarily that of lawyers, 
and business along with that 
of the engineering and teach¬ 
ing professions. I feel that 
the experience of a profes¬ 
sional social worker would 
provide an added dimension 
to the Board of Aldermen.” 

The new legislative pro¬ 
grams such a Medicare for 
the elderly, Operation Head- 
start for children of econom¬ 
ically deprived families, hous¬ 
ing opportunities as part of 
Urban Rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams will provide federal 
funds for a variety of services 
encompassing health and wel¬ 
fare,” she asserted. 

“It will be incumbent upon 
our municipal government to 
take full advantage of these 
funds in order to provide the 
services so sorely needed by 
economically disadvantaged 
families. My experience in 
the fields of public welfare, 
medical social work and pub¬ 
lic housing would lend sup¬ 
port and understanding to 
meeting of these problems as 
they affect Newton residents,” 
Mrs. Shoul declared.

the area of good low incorr/ 
housing in Boston is one of 
great need. The office of the 
Boston Redevelopment Au¬ 
thority is very interested in 
having churches and syna¬ 
gogues working in this field. 
The proposed South End 
Housing Rehabilitation Proj¬ 
ect is directly in line with the 
objectives outlined—to meet 
a tangible human need and to 
provide an entree into a re¬ 
lationship with people in 
need. 

It is the plan to develop 
this venture with other coop¬ 
erating churches and such 
organization as the Inter 
Faith Housing Committee and 
the Boston Redevelopment 
Authority. 

A second major step was 
taken when the church also 
voted to form a Youth Con¬ 
cerns Committee with Miss 
Julouise Paulsen. Director of 
Christian Education of Eliot 
Church as staff person for 
the committee. 

Youth related problems in 
the city of Newton have been 
of growing concern and this 
committee is being formed in 
response to requests from 
community agencies as well 
as concerned members. They 
will be responsible to the 
Executive Committee of the 
church and will work with the 
Board of Christian Education.

Shea Would 
Have State 
Share Cost 

H. James Shea, Jr., who is 
making a vigorous drive for 
election as Ward Alderman 
from Ward 7, declared yester¬ 
day that if he wins a post 
on the Aldermanic Board he 
will spearhead a move to have 
the State assume welfare and 
veterans’ aid expenses which 
now cost Newton more than 
$850,000 per year. 

He made that statement in 
commenting on the heavy tax 
burden carried by Newton 
home-owners. 

I “The excessive increase 
during the last 10 years in 
Newton’s real estate tax rate 
janad individual assessments 
J clearly reveals the genuinely 
; explosive nature of our mu¬ 
nicipal tax,” Shea asserted. 

“Our Newton home-owners 
, and rent payers now bear a 
! heavy and difficult burden be¬ 
cause of this taxing process. 
This taxing trend must be 
stopped, and our citizens’ 
burden eased,” he said. 

“To check our ever-expand- 
! ing real estate tax we must 
observe economy, wherever 
I reasonably possible, in gov¬ 
ernment. Other means of 
j easing our local tax burden, 
'however, exist, and must be 
utilized. 

“If I am elected Ward Al¬ 
derman. as a member of the 
Board I will call upon our 
State Representatives and 
Senators to vote to have the 
! state government assume 
Welfare and Veterans’ costs. 

“Welfare and Veterans’ ex- 
{penses presently cost the 
City of Newton more than 
$850,000 per year. 

“This figure is nearly $4 
on our tax rate. Welfare and 
Veterans’ affairs are con-! 
trolled by state law, are es¬ 
sentially a state function, and 
thus the state should assume 
the cost of Welfare and Vet¬ 
erans expenses from the over¬ 
burdened municipalities such 
as Newton,” Shea continued. 

“We can further reduce our 
heavy real estate tax by 
changing state law’ concern¬ 
ing county government. Pres¬ 
ently the City of Newton and 
other municipalities are as¬ 
sessed the cost of operating 
county government, whose 
total cost in Massachusetts 
last year was about $52 mil¬ 
lion.” shea stated. 

“County government is con¬ 
trolled by state law and. in

our part of the nation, county 
administration is essentially 
a state function. It is only 
reasonable, then, that the 
cost of county administration 
be transferred to the Com¬ 
monwealth. 

“I will therefore caU upon 
our state legislature to ef¬ 
fect such a transfer, and to 
update and streamline the en¬ 
tire county system,” Shea 
announced. 

In concluding Shea stressed 
that if Newton is relieved of 
the cost of Welfare and Vet¬ 
erans programs and of county 
government, Newton’s tax 
rat can be stabilized and 
more money made available 
to Newton residents to main¬ 
tain the high quality of our 
homes

Daniel Street, Newton Centre, 
who is standing for election 
as the School Committee 
member from Ward 6, today 
reiterated his concern over 
the teacher turnover problem 
in Newton schools. 

He pointed out that this was 
the basis of his campaign 
two years ago when he re¬ 
ceived the largest vote ever 
polled by a candidate run¬ 
ning against former School 
Committee Chairman Haskell 
Freedman. 

Green asserted that he is 
the only non-incumbent School 
Committee candidate who has 
regularly attended School 
Board meetings. 

“The newspapers recently 1 
reported that Newton teach¬ 
ers are the highest paid in 
the State. The obvious ques¬ 
tion is, why then, is there so 
much turnover”? Green 
asked. 

What the papers said was 
teachers in Newton with Mas¬ 
ter of Arts and PhD. degrees 
are the highest paid in the 
State, he said. 

“For the past several years 
we have been increasing the 
pay scale of our teachers 
with advanced degrees, par¬ 
ticularly those who have been 
in the system for any length 
of time. 

“But the School Commit¬ 
tee has consistently refused 
to raise the salaries of our 
beginning teachers. 

“Where we lose some 200 
teachers yearly, and replace 
them primarily with young, 
inexperienced teachers, we 
wind up with at least 25% of 
them teaching for the first 
time, and in the lowest pay 
scale. The School Committee 
has consistently proclaimed 
the experienced, older teach¬ 
er, to be the mainstay of our 
force. 

‘‘After several years, if our 
turnover rate is constant at 
20%, it should be obvious 
that our older teachers have 
been sufficiently provided for, 
and that attention should now 
be focused on the new teacher 
just entering our system. 

“The average age of our 
teachers is only 35, and the 
median teaching experience 
in Newton is but 3 years. 
This should be more proof of 
the validity of the argument. 

“Approximately 20% of our 
new teachers are men, and 
about 40% of those who leave 
are men. We are, therefore, 
fast becoming a school sys¬ 
tem inhabited by women

‘‘At the present time we are 
not competitive in the begin-! 
ning pay seals. The minimum! 
salary permitted by the Com- j 
monwealth is $5000, and New¬ 
ton is $5250. Even Boston ex- j 
ceeds Newton’s minimum 
salary as was reported by 
these same papers. Not only 
are we not competitive, but 
the School Department has 
admitted not obtaining its 
first choice in teachers this | 
past year. 

‘‘I propose a halt to the in¬ 
creases yearly granted our 
teachers with experience and 
with advanced degrees. In¬ 
stead, I propose that increa¬ 
ses be granted our new teach¬ 
ers in order to make these 
salaries competitive. 

“Each year 3500 students 
in our system have a new 
teacher. The School Depart¬ 
ment must make the policy 
decision to implement the 
salary adjustments necessary 
to assist in correcting this 
problem,” he concluded.

Attorney Edward L. Rich¬ 
mond. candidate for election 
as Alderman-at-Large from 
Ward 1, declared yesterday 
that a major and comprehen¬ 
sive plan for Newton’s future 
is the most pressing need be¬ 
fore the city today. 

“Everything hinges on plan¬ 
ning,” Richmond asserted. 
“The site of the new library, 
proposals for Newton Corner, 
the renewal program, the tax 
rate—all of these major is¬ 
sues are still being debated in 
terms of the need for more in¬ 
formation and larger scale 
projections.” 

“Newton is at a turning 
point,” Richmond went on. 
“There is very little land av¬ 
ailable for new construction. 
To achieve a greater tax 
yield from what we have, 
Newton must now make de¬ 
cisions on the re-use of 
land.” 

“Federal moneys are avail¬ 
able to help us accomplish 
many of our goals.” Rich¬ 
mond continued, “but we 
must map out what we need.” 

“Urban renewal programs 
which concentrate on general 
upgrading and rehabilitation 
of the area they cover are an 
excellent investment for the 
city,” Richmond stated. “I 
can support, however, only 
those proposals which ensure 
that any people displaced 
from their homes or busi¬ 
nesses will be provided w r ith 
relocation housing and busi¬ 
ness locations in Newton that 
are a clear improvement over 
the properties taken.” 

“In other words,” he said, 
“urban renewal must benefit 
not just the city as an entity, I 
but it must serve the people 
of the city, including those 
living and earning their liv¬ 
ing in the renewal areas.” 

“In other fields, Federal as¬ 
sistance can be used to ac¬ 
quire and to expand existing 
park lands and recreation 
aeras,” Richmond asserted, 
“but this, too, requires plan¬ 
ning and projection of the 
city’s future needs.”

his statement that the “job 
of being Mayor of Newton is 
a full-time one” by adding 
that “accessibility to the May¬ 
or’s office will be the founda¬ 
tion of my administration.” 

Repeating that Newton 
needs a full-time Mayor to 
meet the demands imposed on 
it by the impact of present 
day society, Basbas went on 
to say: 

“Automation in industry, 
metropolitan planning, super 
highways, the needs of the 
elderly, human rights, the 
search for better education 
and a multitude of other mat¬ 
ters bring a host of problems 
to the citizens of Newton. 

‘These problems cannot be 
solved by individual action 
and our city government mu9t 
contribute leadership and 
guidance for effective commu¬ 
nity action.” 

‘The first need,” Basbas 
stressed, “is to listen to the 
people and to give them an 
opportunity to express their 
needs and hopes. To assure 
them this opportunity, I will 
institute and maintain what 
I term an ‘Open Door’ policy. 
Accessibility to the Mayor's 
office will be the foundation 
of my administration. 

“Regularly announced times 
will be set aside for talks with 
groups and individual citizens 
during the day and evenings.” 

"I will also keep our citi¬ 
zens informed of Newton’s 
progress and problems on a 
regular basis.” 

“The Mayor’s cabinet of 
outstanding ctiizens which I 
proposed to advise and con¬ 
sult with me is another aspect 
of my ‘open door’ policy,” he 
said. 

“The Mayor of Newton,” 
Basbas went on, “is the city’s 
top executive, responsible for 
administering facilities and 
services, and personnel, in¬ 
volving a budget of $30 mil¬ 
lion and affecting nearly 
90,000 residents. 

“The Mayor’s office will not 
be a part time isolation booth, 
but a full-time activity of ser¬ 
vice to all the people of New¬ 
ton. As I have stated before,” 
Basbas emphasized, “govern¬ 
ment is my career, not a hob¬ 
by. My education and govern¬ 
ment experience have been di¬ 
rected toward the opportunity 
to serve Newton and its 
people.” 

Basbas concluded his talk 
with the comment that: 

‘The brains and talents of 
our people will be used to 
meet and resolve the problems 
of a modern city in the 20th 
century. I am confident that 
this will contribute substan¬ 
tially toward achieving a sat¬ 
isfying progress with respon¬ 
sibility.”

HAltKY H. CROSBY 

Crosby Brings 
His Campaign 
To Front Door 

There are 2385 front doors 
in the Ward 7 section of New¬ 
ton, and Dr. Harry H. Crosby 
declared yesterday that he 
has knocked on more than 
2000 of them. 

Dr. Crosby made his state¬ 
ment as he neared the close 
of his campaign for election 
as Ward Alderman from that 
sector. 

He said his resolution to 
call on every family is based 
not only on the accepted be¬ 
lief that the voters should 
know the candidates but also 
upon his conviction that Al¬ 
dermen should know their con¬ 
stituents. 

A conversation piece during 
Dr. Crosby’s visits has been 
a questionaire he has circu¬ 
lated. Responders show a 
preference for the village sys¬ 
tem; they do not want New¬ 
ton to be a “busy Brookline,” 
Dr. Crosby reported. 

“In general they are satis¬ 
fied with public schools; shop¬ 
ping areas; garbage, trash and 
snow removal; street main¬ 
tenance, and the availability 
of Boston via the Turnpike,” 
he said. “They are satisfied 
with Newton’s policemen, but 
not with police protection 
against theft, vandalism, and 
speeding autos especially on 
Waverley avenue. 

“There is no enthusiasm for 
converting housing to indus¬ 
trial property. They con¬ 
demn the inacessability of 
Newton Corner’s post office 
and the chaos of its traffic. 
In the Charlesbank Road area, 
there is violent objection to 
the possibility that urban re¬ 
newal will cause loss of 
homes. 

A product of Dr. Crosby’s 
visits has been his perception 
of the changing nature of 
Newton, he states. Many el¬ 
derly people are leaving to 
avoid high taxes; they are re¬ 
placed by families with many 
school children. 

Mr. Crosby observes there 
is a moral obligation to our 
senior citizens, but that all 
taxpayers will benefit from a 
determined effort to use exist¬ 
ing facilities for new services 
to combat rising taxes. Keep¬ 
ing ratio stable between old¬ 
er couples and families with 
children will be a tax asset, 
he observed. 

At a reception given him 
and Professor Harold Berman 
by Dr. Agnella Gunn and Miss 
Marian Anderson, 15 Channing 
Road, Dr. Crosby commented 
upon the likelihood that 24 al¬ 
dermen may soon be expected 
to vote upon a $25,000,000 ur¬ 
ban renewal project. 

As Newton’s affairs become 
more complex and more expen¬ 
sive, Dr. Crosby said, we 
must be sure our officials are 
not only informed people of 
moture judgment and exper¬ 
ience, but also people of com¬ 
plete integrity.

Art Museum 
Launches Drive 
For Members 

The Ladies Committee of 
the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts is conducting a drive to 
increase the membership by 
15%. At present it stands at 
11 , 000 . 

Addressing members of the 
committee at a recent meet¬ 
ing Perry T. Rathbone, Mu¬ 
seum director, to illustrate 
the rising costs of works of 
art, told the group that ten 
years ago the Museum bought 
a canvas by Nicolas de Stael 
for $10,000. Today the paint¬ 
ing is worth $100,000. 

The Museum has an income 
of about $500,000 per year, but 
one-half of this sum is re¬ 
stricted to such fields as the 
purchase of old coins, old 
English silver prints and 
works of Asiatic art. This 
leavesa balance of only $250,- 
000 for the very costly field of 
painting and sculpture. 

Director Rathbone pointed 
out that annual attendance at 
the Boston Museum is two- 
and-one half times greater 
than it was a decade ago. 
Nearly a million persons visit 
the instiution annually. 
Forty-seven thousand slides 
are in circulation and some 
40,000 Greater Boston stu¬ 
dents employ the educational 
services. 

“If you look beneath the 
surface, you will find that 
the Museum of Fine Arts has 
lived largely on benefactions 
from the dead," the director 
concluded. “But the time has 
come for the living to do 
their part.

Green Explains 
‘Watchdog’ Term 
In His Campaign 

Theodore G. Green of 41 
Daniel St., Newton Centre, a 
candidate for the School Com¬ 
mittee from Ward 6, yester¬ 
day explained the meaning 
of his campaign theme, “A 
Watchdog Is Needed Over 
the School Committee Bud¬ 
get.” 

"We have come to the 
point where we must set up a 
priority system, in order to 
obtain what is thought neces¬ 
sary for the schools, and we 
can afford to spend only an 
amount equal to the city’s 
ability to pay,” Green de¬ 
clared. 

“Two-thirds of the home- 
owners in the city have no 
children in our schools, yet 
50% of their taxes support 
our schools. 

“The City of Newton is, and 
should be proud of its 
schools, yet we cannot force 
people out of the city in order 
to support our schools. This 
is why we need a Watchdog 
on the School Committee over 
its budget. To bring to the at¬ 
tention of the people that the 
School Department wants an 
indoor rifle range for the new 
High School, as well as an in¬ 
door golf-driving range, and 
a “groom - room” costing 
$100,000 to teach our girls 
I how to apply makeup,” Green 
1 continued. 

“Newton now has at least 
15 personnel earning more 
than the Mayor of our city— 
more than the various depart¬ 
ment heads in the city,” he 
asserted. 

“The School Committee 
recently increased the travel 
allowance of school people 
travelling away from home 
on official business to $25 per 
day. But no vouchers 
expense sheets are needed to 
substantiate the claim for 
payment. This is not the way 
a good business is run, and 
is another reason Theodore 
Green believes a Watchdog 
is needed over the School 
Cornmittee budget,” Green 
stated. 

“T h • School Committee 
spends much of its time in 
Executive secret session, and 
the results are announced 
only as the Committee sees 
fit. You and I don’t hear 
discussions on the budget. 

A You and I don’t know the 
feelings of the individual 
members on controversial is¬ 
sues, because they are taken 
up in Executive Session,” he 
■aid. 

“Patterns, the official pub¬ 
lication of the School Commit- 
». tee, is sent only to those 
families with children in 
school — to only V* of the 
cities families. An exception 
is made with the issue of 
Patterns dealing with the 
budget, and here, and only 
here, all families are in¬ 
cluded on the mailing list,” 
Green told Newton voters. 

“The Newton Junior Col¬ 
lege now has a budget of 
over $400,000, and accommo¬ 
dates 500 students, about 80% 
of whom are from Newton. 
The Junior College began 
some 20 years ago on a self- 
sustaining basis. But in the 
past few years costs have 
risen to the point where it is 
now $400,000 or $8,000 per pu¬ 
pil, and I wonder if this is an 
expense which should be 
borne by our public schools,” 
he declared. 

“Our School Committee 
budget will rise in 1966 by at 
least $500,000, and will prob¬ 
ably approach $1,000,000, 
which is $3.00 on the tax rate. 
Coming after last year’s rise 
of $7.00 plus a revaluation, 
plus the fact that the overall 
rate may increase next year 
by $6-$7.00, I firmly believe

Carmen Hits Opponent 
On Tax Rate Position 


Alderman William Carmen, 
driving down the final stretch 
of his campaign for election 
as Mayor, charged last night 
that his mayoralty opponent 
—Monte G. Basbas—has been 
promising to hold the line 
against any increase in the 
city’s tax rate but at the 
same time has embraced the 
Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram which in itself would 
cause a $16 increase in the 
tax rate in the next five 
years. 

Carmen declared that Bas¬ 
bas has made the Capital 
Improvement Program the 
guide line of his campaign 
and has referred to it as “the 
best method of planning for 
our needs.” 

‘While my opponent has 
been talking about holding 
the tax rate, he has been 
promising at the same time 
to carry out a program 
which would result in a con¬ 
tinuing rise in the tax rate,” 
Carmen stated. 

Carmen declared that Bas¬ 
bas on the one hand has dis¬ 
avowed the administration of 
Mayor Donald L. Gibbs but 
on the other has allied him¬ 
self with the Gibbs regime. 

He spid the Capital Im¬ 
provement Program which 
Basbas has been using as a 
guide line in his campaign 
was prepared for Mayor Gibbs 
after Basbas had announced 
his candidacy for Mayor. 

“Apart from the sharp in¬ 
crease which would be caused 
in the tax rate, there are two 
great weaknesses in the Capi¬ 
tal Improvement Program,” 
Carmen maintained. 

“One is that the projection 
for the next five years shows 
a mere $21 million increase 
in the assessed valuation of 
taxable property in the city,” 
Carmen said. 

“This would indicate that 
my opponent has no plans for 
adequate development of new 
taxable property, including 
air rights developments, even 
though he talks about it, 1 
Carmen asserted. 

“The fact is,” Carmen said, 
“that we already have $25 
million worth of new construc¬ 
tion pending for which zoning 
changes have been granted. 

“Since there also would be 
a normal growth in the city 
during the next five years, 
this indicates strongly that 
there is no real master plan¬ 
ning behind the Capital Im¬ 
provement Program and that 
a master plan is needed, as 
I have said repeatedly 
order to plan for a sufficient 
amount of development in the 
community to hold the tax 
rate and prevent any further 
rise in the rate.” 

A second big weakness in 
the Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram, Carmen maintained, 
is the school building pro¬ 
gram.

Carmen said the plan which 
Basbas is championing calls 
for things to be done which 
are not being done. 

“For example, according 
to this plan, the Burr School 
in Aubumdale should have 
been completed this year, and 
it has not yet even been 
started. 

“The Lincoln-Eliot School 
addition was supposed to be 
completed this year. Actual¬ 
ly, it will not be completed 
until the spring of next year. 

“Still another elementary 
school was supposed to be 
completed in 1965 under this 
Capital Improvement Pro 
gram and has not yet been 
started.” 

Carmen said the new Bige¬ 
low Junior High School was 
supposed to be completed in 
1966. “No land-takings have 
yet been made to provide a 
site for the school. 

“No money has yet been 
allocated for final plans, and 
this building probably will not 
be completed before the end 
of 1967.” 

Carmen said the city is $3.5 
million behind in its school 
building program under the 
terms of the Capital Improve¬ 
ment Program. 

“This is another evidence of 
the lack of master planning,” 
he stated. 

He declared that the Capi¬ 
tal Improvement Program 
which his opponent would fol¬ 
low calls for an indefinite de¬ 
lay in the purchase of a 100- 
foot aerial ladder truck for 
the fire department to protect 
the Southeast portion of the 
city .where “most of our new 
apartment houses have been 
built.” 

“This is a vitally needed 
piece of equipment, and we 
shouldn’t wait until we have a 
serious fire before protecting 
ourselves,” maintained Car¬ 
men. 

“Under the Capital Improve¬ 
ment Program work on the 
new central library, which is 
so vitally needed, would not 
get underway until 1968,” said 
Carmen. 

“These are some of the rea¬ 
sons why I have not given the 
Capital Improvement Pro¬ 
gram my unqualified endorse¬ 
ment, as my opponent has 
done,” Carmen asserted.

“A partial measure of the 
effectiveness of the Newton 
School System with the aver¬ 
age child is the guidance pro¬ 
gram in the High Schools. A 
successful plan of guidance 
should include aims such as 
these: to help each student to 
a realistic appraisal of his 
special talents; to help him 
toward the release and train¬ 
ing of constructive abilities 
j not being fully utilized; to 
| help him toward the maturity 
of learning how to make wise 
j choices and sound decisions 
about himself, for himself. 

“In order to accomplish 
these aims it is necessary that 
a continuous and meaningful 
relationship develop between 
the student and the guidance 
counsellor. But how can this 
develop when each counsellor 
has about 270 students? The 
guidance department in New¬ 
ton and elsewhere will tell 
any parent that the maximum 
ratio for doing an adequate 
job is 150 to 1. 

“Who suffers most from this 
critical deficiency in person¬ 
nel? It is the “average" pupil 
whose special needs tend to 
be met last. Slow, handicap¬ 
ped and boisterous students 
are often sought out by the 
Newton Counselling Center.

Richmond Sees 
Wide Support 
For Statement 

Attorney Edward L. Rich¬ 
mond, candidate for Alder- 
' man-at-Large from Ward 1, 

1 announced yesterday that his 
j five-point statement of objec¬ 
tives for Newton has received 
wide support in all sections of 
j the city. 

At the same time Richmond 
expressed his thanks to his 
supporters and precinct 
workers who have organized 
almost 100 meetings, morning 
! coffee hours and discussion 
groups, where his program 
for Newton has been discuss¬ 
ed in detail. 

Attorney Richmond ex¬ 
pressed support for the fol¬ 
lowing five-point statement of 
objectives:

housing made available in 
Newton prior to any demoli¬ 
tion. 

“Recre ation — Improve 
adult recreation facilities 
which will be self-liquidating;

“Library—Give priority to 
construction of a new, cen¬ 
trally located library; pre¬ 
serve and improve branch li¬ 
braries. Community Relations 
Commission—an active, well 
staffed agency with a posi¬ 
tive program for inter-group 
programs and activities.

Shea Stresses 
Need For Young 
Officials Here 

H. James Shea, Jr., is wag¬ 
ing a vigorous campaign for 
election as Ward Seven’s 
Ward Alderman. In the final 
stage of this long campaign, 
Shea yesterday stressed that 
Newton’s neighborhood, from 
Newton Corner to Newton 
Centre, is on the threshold of 
change and needs the serv¬ 
ices of a young, energetic, is¬ 
sue-conscious Alderman. 

“While profoundly concern¬ 
ed with the many city-wide 
problems facing Newton, I be¬ 
lieve our Ward itself demands 
effective representation on 
many local issues,” Shea de¬ 
clared. 

In discussing these local is¬ 
sues, Shea pointed to his con¬ 
sistent stand to preserve a 
substantial branch library for 
Newton Comer and to up¬ 
grade library service for 
1 Newton Centre. 

On the issue of schools Shea 
has repeatedly underscored 
“the obvious need for imme¬ 
diate Construction of the new 
Bigelow Junior High School.” 

Shea has also drawn atten¬ 
tion to the need for renova¬ 
tion of the already overcrowd¬ 
ed Underwood School.

Shea has also advocated 
strong support for the Human 
Relations Commission and 
the protection of open spaces 
on the Chestnut Hill Country 
Club.

Harrington In 
Strong Bid To 
Newton Voters 

Attorney Peter F. Harring¬ 
ton, nearing the close of his 
campaign for election as Al- 
derman-at-Large from Ward 
2, expressed confidence last 
night that his candidacy has 
been accepted by the people 
of Newton. 

Harrington has urged the 
voters to consider two basic 
needs of Newton: 1) A Char¬ 
ter study, and 2) A Youth 
Center. 

Under a Charter study 
Atty. Harrington stated, “re¬ 
view should be given to the 
following proposals: 

“1) A 4-year term for mayor; 
increased mayoralty duties 
require, not only a salary 
increase, but serious thought 
to extending the mayoralty 
term.
